He is
too sevsible & man to disregard good connsel,

hether proceeding from enemies or friends,

ul the value of suggestions may be esti-
mated, presamptively, by the oharaoter for
gagaoity of those who make themw., And as
the Demoorats have wretchedly mismanaged
thelr own concerns, and both in the sslaotion
of nowminees and the conduet of the campaign
have evinced the most consumumala ﬁ?“,. it
is probable that General Grant will not con-
glder them peoulisrly qualified to aet as his
advigars. Sunveess may take warning from
failnre, but it s ecarcely likely to make fail-
are a confidential friend.

The qualities displayed by General Grant as
# soldier allord the best posaible guarautes as
well of the jndgment as of the independence
which way be lovked for in the formation of
his adwministration. Not the least of the
causes of his military prestige was the saga-
clons estimate of character which enabled him
to single out the lLest men under his com-
mand, and to assign them to the duties for
whioch they were best fitted. No paltry jeslonsy
hindered him frowm putting strong men on the
road to distiggtion; no petty favoritism im-
pelled him h incompetence over distin.
guished ability. Ie thooght ounly eof the
great objeot to be attained, and in his devo-
tiom to duty looked always for the most effuc-
tive available assistance. It is reasomably
gertain that in the selection of a Cabinet the
game discrimination will save him from ths
pitfalls that would have environed almost
any other President. He is a good judge of
character, 1His method of estinating men
leaves little hope for charlatanry, snd nome
for notorions umfitness, Ilis contempt for the
low arts of the professional politician, and his
freedom from the eutagliog allisuces which
are too often the price of high offios, are cir-
cumstances renlry in his favor. He will be &t
liberty toassign to the several departments men
whose antecedents ingpire confldence in their
integiity, and whose ocapavity for administra-
tive lubor has been satisfactorily proved. LHis
own position, moreover, will no doubt enable
him to gather about him some to whom, ordi-
marily, Cabinet offices form no temptation.
More than mere politicians will bs williog to
co-operate with him in fulfilling the Lopes and
pxpeotations awakened by his election.

And yet it is absurd to suppose that (Geme-
ral Graat, in his choice of Cabinet oflivers,
will travel beyond the boundaries of the Re-
publican party. Violent partisanship we do
not look for at his hands, Nevertheless, he is
a Republican President, made snch despite
Democratic opposition; and this Cabinet must
possegs the confidence of the party that sap-
ported him, not of the party by whom he was
assalled. The pretensions of cliques he may,
and doubtless will, valus at their proper rate;
but to the general and understood wishes of
the Republican party, as a whole, he should,
and we are quite sure he wlll, accord un-
grudging respect. Ops of the prime condi-
tions of his usefulness is the retstablishment
of harmony between the Executive and Con-
gress, and this will be fwpossible unless the
nominations for respongible offiges commend
themselves to the majority by & known identi-
floation with the principles and purposes of
the Lepublican organization,

If those of the Democrats who profess
anxiety for the success and wellare of General
Girant as President are reslly honest in thair
niterances, we recomwmerd them to employ
their influence in moderating the rancor of
their own party, and in sabstituting fair play
for the factions opposition which Republican
measures have almost nniformly encounterad.
They canuot bhope to construct a Beymour
Cabinet with Grant as I'residsut. Bot they
may help to abate the bitterness of partisan-
ghip, to purify the working of the Govern-
ment, and to Lasten the restoration of lasting
peace by the adoption of & moderate and prac-
tieal conrge. They have it in their power,
especially in the Sonil, to contribute to the
return of national harmony and prosperity.
The possibility, or even the promise of these
garviees, will not, however, entitle them to
any share in the administration of the Gov-
ernment. The country looks for a Cabinet in
whose aims it may repose entire confidenoe:
and the standard by which Genersl Grant's
advisers will in part be judged, is thair rela-
tion o the party wucse prineiples and policy
have just achieved so signai a brinmph.

oted of him [? his countrymen. Even the

legen of all classes, and with o striot econowy,
is what is now expicted of him by the Ame-
rican people, and that he will realise thoge
apticipations there I8 every resson to hops
Blnce the days of Washington there uever was
a President who was less indsbted to the poli-
ticlans and more indubied to the people.

In Arkansas every man
before Lie is allowed to vote ia obliged to swear
that he belleves in negro eqnality, which ex-
oludes nearly the whole white population,
nunless they swear falgely, and we think there
is gome approach to this in Alsbawa; and in
West Virgivia there is a shamefal politival
ostracism; but we do mot understand that
there ia a very larga disfranchisement in the
other four Stales mamed. We wish some
fiiend in each of the Southern States weuld
give us aceurate information in this matter,
that we may publish reliable statements.

Buat what shall we say of a statement pur-
porting to show the opposition strength, which
firet claims that the Democrats wonld have got
187,900 had an election been hold there, and
thén adds to that 67,585 disiranchised persons,
mrking a grand total of 105,540 7 Aund this
in the face of the fact that noquestion arizes, and
uo line can ba drawn, betwesn persons who are
and those who are not disfranchised, the whola
Blate being disfranchized and under military
rule. The incorrectness and absurdity of this
way of gelting at the faets appear when it is
geen that the whole vote of Breckinridge,
Bell, Dounglas, and Lincoln, in 1500, was
ouly 167,248—25 0620 less than it is claimed
that the Demgoratic vote alone wonld now be,
Apd eince then West Virginia, which
cast 33, 500 votesin 1864, has bean torn from
the Old Dominion. Taking this ount, it wounld
rednep the whole vote of what remains of
Virginia to 131,704, Now this political- bnm-
mer has the folly to put forth a statement
that Virginia would have given, if permitted
to vote, G4,1-45 more Democratic votes than
the whole vote which the same part of Vir-
ginia cast in 1860, He treats Mississippi and
Texas in the same way, first connting the
whole vote, whioh he claims, and then adding
an arbitrary number a3 disfrauchized, when
all are disfranchised alike.

Nearly thirty yaars ago, we did our best at
Albanyiin aid of the first sucoessfal effort to
pass an a0l for the protection of the rights of
legal volers through their registration. The
abnge of illegal voling was ilagrant, though
not then nearly ag enormoens ag now (onr city
belng but & village in comparison with its
present magnitude); vat, acoording Lo our best
recolleotion, not ene Demonrat, whethsr in or
out of the Legislature, gave the atfort any
support or ooanteuancs whatever, Aud,
though the aot thuos passed ungnestionably
prevented much illegal voting whils it ex-
1Eted, it was repealed by a striot party vote in
the first snoceeding Demooratio Legicslatara.

From that day to this, we have steadily aod
earnestly Inbored to have the laws of this and
of every State g0 awended as L0 gevare Lo
every legal voter his right of sufleage—a right
utterly subverted and destroyed wheraver par-
gons who are not legal voters are enablad to
vote with impunity, and where persons who
may or may uot be voters are enunbled to vous
waoy times at one election. And we eaunot
call to mind a singls instance wherein & wmem-
Ler of the Democratic party, in eympathy and
good standiug with the regular organization
of that party, has practically eviuced aoy
desire that eflivcient messnres shonld ba taken
to render illegal voling impossible.

Durivg these thirly yeara laws have besn
enaoted in several States, intended and eatou-
lated to prevent illegal voting—no ons of
them, g0 far us we can recollect, by a Demo-
aoratio Legislatara. Aud, in every instancs of
the passage of soch a law, whare the Demo-
eratio party has snccesded to power, it has
wnde haste to repeal the act.

The Legislature of New Jargey chossn in
1866, was Kepublican in both hranches, aud it
enacted a registry law. The Legisiatore
choeen last fall was Democratic in  both
branolies, and it made haste to repeal that
law, by passing its bill over Governor Ward's
velo.

The last Legislature of Pennsylvania, being
Republican, passed a Negistry act. The Ba-
preme Court of that State proceeded to nullify
it as uvucemstitutional, The rualing spirit of
that Court is George Sharswood, who was last
your redlected by the very frauds which this
Hepistry act was intended and calounlated to
preclude |

The Democrats of Connectiont in 1867
elected and last spring reilected James English
Governor—we believe by frandnlent votes. As
these frands are necepsarily coulined mainly to
the densely peopled commuuities—the oiiies
and moet populoud villages—it i3 morally (-
possible to &lect by them a Legislature; so
that of Connecticnt, like that [ust chosen in
onr State, was Republivan, That Legislature
proceedid to frame and paes a carefally con-
pideres act to preveut illegal voting. Governor
English promptly vetoed it, nrging objections
to certain important clanses., The Legislatare
repassed it over his veto, a clear majority of
either House sulliocing for the purpose. The
act, thns becows & law, having been sent
Lo the Demovratio Seoretary of State’s offive
for oflicial record there, it was goon discovered
that the most vital clanses—those speoially
objected to by Governor English—had sgomes-
bow been erased from it! The Legislature
restored them, again passed it, and sent it Lo
the Secretary's office; when lo | it appeared
that ome of the vital clanses aforesaid had
aguin been somehow erased—and the act
stauds thus emascnlated to this day. Yet,
musilated as it has been by some villain's
band, we believe what is left of it suved
the State to her legnl voters and to Grant and
Collux.

Mind that this is no question between two
different modes of obtsiving an end mutuslly
desired. We do not complain that the Demo-
¢rits choose another mode than that propossd
by us for achivving the desired end—we assert
that they propose and support no serious im-
pediment whatavef to illegal voting 1 cities.
In a rural township, where every one knows
eévery one, each claimant of the right of saf-
frage challenges the scrutiny of scores who
know how he will vote, some of whom favor
the adverse ticket; bat, in a great oity like
this, thousanda knew mnothing of thair next-
dopr neighbor, and thirty to lifty thonsand
pergons annually pregent themselves at the
polls who are utterly unknown to any pre-
#ent but those whose partisan bias will be
gratified, swhile their personal ends will be
gerved, by theséd persons voting early and
often—the more the better.

If there be, indeed, bonest Daemoorats who
would gladly see illegal voting prevented,
how Lappens it that none of them ever blunder
into a lLegislature ! If there be such in this
city, whether adheringto Tammany or Mozart,
will the &un will be good enough to acjuasint
os at leagt with their names? If Johm T.
Hoffman, or William M. Tweed, or Peter B.
Bwesny, or (eorge G, Buarnard, or"Johu H.
McCuun, or even A, Oakey Hall among them ?
If not, who are they ! The great dramaiiat
makes “Lady Maobeth'' npbraid her hesi-
tating husband as one who
